HE first two articles in this series 
have dealt with the underlying 
scientific principles involved in 
(1) reproduction and breeding efh- 
ciency and (2) the transmission of 
characters from ancestors to offspring. 
We now come, therefore, to the very 
practical problem of mating and se- 
lecting our animals so as to improve 
them generation by generation. This, 
of course, is the crux of the whole 
problem of live stock improvement. 
Selection is the keystone of the 
arch in animal breeding. The fact 
that a breeder’s ultimate success de- 
pends upon his skill in selecting and 
mating animals is so obvious that it 
permits of no argument. It will easily 
be recognized also that selection and 
systems of breeding are bound to- 
gether so closely that there is no 
likelihood of our being able to sepa- 
rate them. They are but different 
angles of this same basic problem. We 
have learned that an animal’s ultimate 
and intrinsic worth depends in the 
final analysis on the genetic contents 
of the egg and sperm which united to 
produce it. We must, therefore, relate 
all of our thinking about selection to 
the ultimate determiners of potentiali- 
ties—genes and chromosomes—and 
it hardly seems necessary to add that 
whether or not an animal with a good 
hereditary complex actually develops 
into a desirable individual depends in 
turn on the type of environment, 
especially feed, care and management 
with which it is provided. If our 
selection is successful, if the animals 
we breed, in other words, are superior 
in the qualities that enable them to 
perform their respective functions suc- 
cessfully and profitably, it will be 
because their good genes have had an 
opportunity to express themselves in 
a good environment.

When this is done, it is tantamount 
to saying that al Ilive stock breeders’ 
efforts at selection have been fruitless: 
that as a group they have not increased 
to any degree the relative frequency 
of good genes or been able to discard 
any bad ones. If one wishes to main. 
tain that selection methods have not 
been 100 per cent efficient, he would 
have ample justification for his claim, 
but to deny any progress in breeding 
for the past two centuries is just not 
in keeping with facts, and before 
being too critical of breeders in the 
past, one should in fairness recognize

cow with a modern dairy queen. Both 
in looks and utility, such a wide gulf 
separates these extremes that we won- 
der how it could have been bridged in 
such a short space of time. Some 
critics state that there has been no 
progress in live stock breeding during 
the past 200 years, that all the gains 
in animal form and function are due 
to better feeding and management. 
That the latter have played a large 
part, no intelligent person would wish 
to deny, but there seems to be no 


the handicaps under which they 
worked. 

The mechanism of reproduction 
was the last field tackled by the physt- 
ologist and its complete functioning in 
terms of the immediate organs con- 
cerned as well as the remote controls 
situated in the endocrine or ductless 
glands is only now beginning to be 
understood in anything like a com- 
plete manner. Likewise, the mechan- 
ism of hereditary transmission has 


been understood for only 40 yeafs 
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and its real use as a tool in creating 
better breeding animals was begun 
only 20 or 30 years ago. Selection 
based on the old adage that “‘like 
begets like” has brought us a long 
way from the crude and inefhicient 
type of animals with which man began 
his task. It can be admitted that “ox 
cart” or “horse and buggy” ways of 
selection need modernizing without 
belittling the achievements and tools 
of those who have passed on. 

Certain methods of mating animals 
have been designated as systems of 
breeding. There are in general just 
two systems either outbreeding or 
inbreeding. Outbreeding means the 
mating of unrelated animals and in 
this category would fall such matings 
as that of a mare with a jack, some- 
times called hybridization; the crossing 
of two different breeds, such as Hol- 
stein and Guernsey; or the mating of 
unrelated animals, that is, those which 
have no common ancestors on both 
sides of the pedigree within the first 
Probably all

have some genes in common, that is 
certain genes are probably found in 
all horses, in all cattle, and so on; but 
when we mate unrelated animals the 
number of similar genes that they 
might get from each of their parents 
Outbreed- 
ing brings together an egg and a 
sperm that have very few genes in 
common. 


is reduced to a minimum. 


The offspring of such 
matings, in other words, are mixed in 
their inheritance and it is obvious, 
therefore, that they cannot be expected 
to breed true since the random com- 
bination of paternal and maternal 
chromosomes which they pass on to 
their offspring are of a mixed nature. 
These outbreeding systems have 
certain very definite and specific uses. 
Cross-breeding, for example, is ex- 
tensively used for the production of 
meat animals; those which are to be 
slaughtered early in life and not used 
for breeding purposes. For this type 
of production, cross-breeding is very 
advantageous because the cross-breds 
generally show what is termed hybrid 
vigor or heterosis. We do not know 
exactly what this phenomenon is to 
be attributed to. The best guess at 
the moment seems to be that all 
species or breeds of animals have 
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some undesirable genes but that those 
of different species or two animals 
from different breeds would not be 
carrying the same undesirable genes, 
so that the poor genes passed along 
to the hybrid or cross-bred by one 
parent may be counteracted by good 
genes passed along by the other par- 
ent, and vice versa. At any rate, 
hybrids and cross-breeds do generally 
grow faster and make more efficient 
gains than pure breds. In other words, 
from the standpoint of the individual, 
cross-breeding enhances its value, but 
from the standpoint of breeding 
ability, cross-breeding lowers the value 
because the cross-bred cannot breed 
true, due to the diverse nature of the 
hercditary material supplied to it by 
its parents. 

Cross-breeding is sometimes advo- 
cated for dairy cattle herds. The 
writer is aware of the fact that only 3 
to 5 per cent of our dairy cattle are 
pure bred and registered. Probably 
most of you who may be reading 
these articles have grade herds. For 
purely productive purposes, grade 
herds are just as good as pure bred 
herds. If a man has a grade herd, 
however, it would seem logical to 
suggest to him that he use carefully 
selected bulls from just one pure 
breed for his breeding operations. If 
this is done, the first generation will 
have 50 per cent of its blood from the 
pure bred; the second generation will 
have 75 per cent of its blood from the 
pure bred; the third generation 87% 
per cent; so that after five or six gener- 
ations of this so-called top-crossing, 
the herd will be to all intents and 
purposes, pure bred, although, of 
course, the animals in it will not be 
eligible for registration within the 
pure breed. Some breeders use first 
a Holstein bull, then a Guernsey bull, 
then perhaps an Ayrshire bull, a 
Brown Swiss, a Jersey or a Milking 
Shorthorn. When this is done, hybrid 
vigor or heterosis will probably be 
maintained, but the herd will be of 
all shapes, sizes and colors and none 
of the animals can be counted upon 
to transmit in a uniform fashion. In 
plain words, there are advantages and 
disadvantages with either of the above 
mentioned systems of breeding in 
grade herds, though the writer is in- 
clined to believe that more will be 


gained over a period of years by choos- 
ing one’s bulls from a single pure 
breed depending to a large extent, 
of course, upon the market for which 
the individual is producing his milk. 

The other general system of breed- 
ing is called inbreeding. This means 
that animals which are related are 
being mated, or in other words, that 
certain ancestors are to be found on 
both sides of the pedigree within the 
first four to six generations. If we 
mate half-brother and sister, the pater- 
nal and maternal grandsire will be the 
same individual, rather than two dif- 
ferent individuals. When this is done, 
the animal resulting from the half- 
brother and sister mating may get 
some identical genes from its one 
grandsire through both its sire and 
its dam. In other words, it becomes 
more pure, or as we call it technically, 
homozygous. Inbreeding tends to 
make the pairs of chromosomes more 
similar in their nature and this, of 
course, means that the animal having 
these more similar pairs of chromo- 
somes will breed more true. Generally 
speaking, the mating of full brother 
and sister or parent and offspring, is 
spoken of as close-breeding; while 
the mating of half-brother and sister, 
grandparent and grandoffspring, cous- 
ins and so on, is spoken of as line- 
breeding. Both close-breeding and 
line-breeding are forms of inbreeding, 
the former more intense than the 
latter. 

Generally speaking, inbreeding is 
in bad repute. It is expected to cause 
a lot of weaknesses and undesirable 
qualities. This, 
necessarily so. 


is not 
It depends entirely 
on the genes present in the original 
animals with which the inbreeding is 
started. If these original animals 
have a preponderance of poor genes, 
they will through inbreeding get to- 
gether in similar pairs in the chromo- 
somes supplied by the sire and dam 
and the animals, therefore, will con- 
tinue to grow worse. If, on the other 
hand, we start with animals which 


of course, 


have a preponderance of good genes 
and inbreed them, we can naturally 
expect that these good qualities will 
be intensified. In the early stages of 
the formation of our breeds, consider- 
able inbreeding was practiced. In the 


last 75 or 100 years there has been very 
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little inbreeding. The writer is of the 
opinion that our animal husbandry 
has lost more through a fear of in- 
breeding than through any other single

perhaps growing worse. However, in 
the large herds made up of excellent 
individuals, more inbreeding should 
be practiced in order that the good 
qualities of these herds may be in- 
tensified. 

If you find yourself at some time 
in the fortunate position of having a 
particularly good sire and you get a 
crop of daughters of his which are 
very superior to their dams, and pre- 
sumably owe their excellence largely 
to their sire, you have a real problem 
to face in your future breeding opera- 
tions. If you go outside and get an 
unrelated sire to mate with these good 
daughters, then the 50 per cent of the 
blood which came from the original 
good sire will be cut down to 25 per

puts together a particularly good 
combination of genes, she immediate- 
ly starts to break it up again, since any 
animal only transmits a sample half 
of its total inheritance to its offspring. 
In order to prevent this, we must mate 


related animals—in other words do 


some inbreeding. Just how much 
should be done cannot be answered 
categorically. Perhaps 25 per cent of 
inbreeding in one herd would not be 
as harmful as 10 per cent of inbreeding 
in some other herd. It is a matter 
which each individual must study out 
for himself and is largely a matter of 
cut and try. 

One final thing should perhaps 


be said about systems of breeding; 
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namely, that there is nothing about 
any system of breeding that guarantees 
its success nor that foredooms it to 
failure. Whether inbreeding will suc- 
ceed or not in our herd depends on 
two things one, the genes present 
in the animals making up our animals 
at the moment, and second, our skill 
in mating, selecting and rejecting our 
breeding animals.

back to his own dam, and the heifer 
that resulted bred back to her own 
sire, Favorite, to produce the famous 
Shorthorn bull, Comet, has not neces- 
sarily the remotest connection of 
significance in any Shorthorn herd of 
today. True, this system of mating 


was successful in this instance, but 
that does not prove that it would ever 
be successful in any other herd at any 
other time, and it may have been pure 
chance that made it successful in pro- 
ducing Comet. Anyone who tries to 
breed animals according to some pre- 
conceived formula may, of course, 
succeed, but if he does it will be due 
to the make-up of the germ cells and 
fortuitous combination of genes, not 
to the system followed. Yet we have 
all sorts of breeding formulas  pro- 
posed, e.g., (1) mate a maternal (or 
paternal) half brother and sister; (2) 
mate a cow with a son of a full sister; 
(3) mate a bull with his maternal (or 
paternal) grandam; (4) mate a bull to 
his granddaughters; (5) mate a grand- 
son of a great bull to a daughter of 
another son of the great bull, etc., ad 
infinitum. There is little or no likeli- 
hood of one’s making any significant 
success in attempting to breed animals 
according to some pedigree formula. 
For a long time, selection in all 
classes of live stock was based upon 
individual appearance; that is to say, 
ideals of bodily form were set up 


after which the breeder tried to mould 


his own herd or flock. It was thought 
that there was a relation between form 
and function in dairy cattle as well as 
in other animals. Selection was based 
largely on anatomy. Later, however. 
it became apparent that in dairy cattle 
especially there was no necessary 
correlation between type and produc. 
tion, between external anatomy and 
internal physiological functioning. Se- 
lection then shifted its base somewhat 
by considering performance; in other 
words, it came to include phystological 
functioning as well as anatomy. Final- 
ly, however, it became apparent that 
an animal’s own performance was no 
safer a guide to its transmitting ability 
than its anatomy had been of its level 
of performance. 

In recent years, therefore, we have 
heard much of progeny-performance 
tests as the only safe measure of an 
animal’s breeding merit. We still pay 
attention to type, anatomy, or external 
appearance; we still pay attention to 
performance, physiology, or internal 
activity; but to these criteria of selec- 
considera- 
tion of how the animal actually per- 


tion we have now added a 


forms in transmitting its own desirable 
qualities. We pay no less attention 
to individual appearance or individual 
performance than we formerly did. 
We want both these things in our 
breeding animals, but we have slowly 
come to realize that having either one 
or both does not guarantee that an 
animal will be a good transmitter. If 
we can make our animals’ pedigrees 
complete enough in terms of records 
of accomplishments (both as indivi- 
duals and as transmitters) of the direct 
ancestors in the pedigree and a goodly 
share of the collateral relatives, we can 
predict with a fair degree of assurance 
How- 
ever, the final and only sure test of an 


how the animals will transmit. 


animal's breeding worth is now recog- 
nized to reside in the quality of its 
offspring. Good type, good per- 
formance, good pedigree (in terms of 
records) are indications of breeding 
merit, but the only assurance of breed- 
ing merit resides in the offspring 
themselves. 

As indicated above, what we are 
actually trying to do when we select 
our breeding animals is to increase the 
number of desirable genes at the ex- 
pense of undesirable ones. In any

breed of live stock, we might think of 
all the living animals within the breed 
as comprising a “pool of genes.’’ Since 
the herd-books of all of the breeds are 
now closed, the breed as a whole must 
work within the limits of its present 
pool of genes. If the breed desires 
some quality, the determiners or genes 
for which are not now present in any 
living animal, there would be nothing 
to do but to go outside the breed to 
get the genes, which it is desired to 
incorporate into the breed. This 
situation is not likely to develop in 
practice, since the breeds are relatively 
pure for their external color markings 
and so on, and the genes for the quali- 
ties for which the breed is kept are 
present within the total pool of genes. 
The task of the breed as a whole is to 
search out these good combinations 
of genes and to cause them to increase 
while the undesirable ones are de- 
creased. 

Likewise, any breeder has a certain 
“pool of genes” in the living animals 
in his herd at the moment. He, of 
course, can augment this pool by buy- 
ing in animals from other breeders 
and he is continually doing this, hop- 
ing to bring in the determiners of the 
qualities he already undoubtedly has 
to some extent in his own animals, 
but which he wishes to enhance. 

In general, the dairy cattle breeder 
bases his selection on three things; 
individuality, pedigree and perform- 
ance. Various and sundry guessing 
contests have revealed the great diff- 
culty in gauging production of dairy 
cattle from their appearance. It un- 
doubtedly is true that even a novice 
could tell the difference between a 
cow which produces 20,000 pounds 
of milk and one which produces 4,000 
pounds of milk, but when it comes to 
telling the difference between a 6,000 
pound cow and an 8 or 9,000 pound 
cow, the task is not so easy and it is 
upon small differences of this sort 
that the hope of our progress lies. 

The dual nature of our animals was 
pointed out in the second article of 
this series. In other words, what an 
animal is as an individual may not be 
exactly mirrored in the manner in 
which the animal transmits to its off- 
spring. Individuality is all right as 
far as it goes but it does not go very 
far. Although it is generally impos- 
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sible to ascertain the genetic make-up 
of an animal from its appearance or 
performance, we should, as practical 
breeders, pay attention to individuality 
at least to the extent of demanding 
quality, size, ruggedness, body capacity 
and udder capacity. As opportunity 
presents, we can add to these basic 
qualities such things as straightness 
of topline, proper set of legs, and 
balance and symmetry between all 
parts of the body. We not only can 
but should do this because there is 
more satisfaction in owning and work- 
ing with animals of good type and, 
as everyone knows, they do bring 
more money when they are offered 
for sale. 

Another general consideration which 
has guided breeders in the past is the 
matter of pedigree. This also has 
some strong and some weak points. 
First of all we must remember that the 
actual pedigree of an animal, its par- 
ents, grandparents, and so on, is made 
up of a selected group of animals. 
These animals have been kept in the 
herd and allowed to reproduce pre- 
sumably because of their good quali- 
ties. We should not overlook the 
fact, however, that any animal at any 
point in a pedigree is but a sample 
representation of the whole army of 
genes represented by its ancestors 
and we must again and constantly 
remind ourselves that the environment 
in which any animal lives and grows is 
probably as great a determining factor 
in the final expression of the genes as 
are the genes themselves. The sire of 
some particular calf in our herd may 
himself be a very good individual, but 
if he has a lot of poor type brothers, 
and a lot of low producing sisters, 
there will be grave doubts as to his 
ability to transmit good qualities uni- 
formly to his offspring. In other 
words, the collateral relatives which 
do not themselves show up in a pedi- 
gree as we commonly write it, can 
be useful in arriving at an opinion as 
to the genetic worth of any individual 
animal. Still another weakness of 
selection based upon pedigree, is the 
fact that generally as pedigrees are 
now written, only the desirable records 
are included. For all these reasons, 
a pedigree is quite apt to raise our 
hopes too high. We should be pre- 
pared to expect something somewhere 


in between the high merit which pre- 
sent pedigree writing may lead us to 
expect and the average of the breed. 
If we can make a pedigree complete in 
terms of records, not only of the 
direct ancestors but the collateral ones 
as well, we will find that we have a 
very useful selection tool. If, for 
instance, you have brown eyes, your 
mother and father, grandparents, 
uncles, aunts, cousins, brothers and 
sisters also all have brown eyes, it 
would be a fair inference that you 
must be pure for brown eyes; in other 
words, that you would transmit brown 
eyes to all of your children. The same 
line of reasoning can be utilized for 
any hereditary characteristics of our- 
selves or our animals. Obviously, of 
course, if we are going to use pro- 
duction records in this manner, we 
should take the average production of 
a cow throughout her lifetime, rather 
than her best record, as a guage of her 
genetic make-up for production. 

Realization of the shortcomings of 
selection based upon individuality or 
pedigree, or both, has led in recent 
years to the flowering of the idea of 
testing breeding merit by the per- 
formance of an animal’s offspring. 
This has more or less limited useful- 
ness with cows for the simple reason 
that they leave so few offspring. The 
progeny test or the proving of bulls, 
however, is a practical procedure and 
one that is being rapidly adopted all 
over the United States and with all 
classes of live stock. 

The general theory of indexing 
dairy bulls was explained in our second 
article. Briefly, it consists of compar- 
ing the performance of a group of 
daughters of a bull with the perform- 
ance of the dams of these daughters. 
If the daughters are better than their 
dams in amount of milk or fat per- 
centage, this increase is logically attri- 
buted to their sire. If they are worse 
than their dams, the blame can logical- 
ly be laid at the door of the sire. We 
have slowly come to a realization that 
the final proof of a breeding animal 
can be ascertained only through its 
offspring. Its own individuality and 
its pedigree may foreshadow fairly 
successfully what we can expect, but 
the final proof resides in the type and 
production of any animal’s offspring.

NCLE Levi HARDY was a local 
U pioneer who lived to be nearly 
100 years old and milked cows 
profitably all his adult days. He kept 
a sort of nondescript collection in his 
younger years but he kept the best 
and bred them to the best available 
sO it was a saying that ‘‘any old cow 
gives lots of milk for Uncle Levi.”’ 

This wasn’t true, of course. He 
measured the milk and kept account 
of the amount of feed consumed 50 
years before a D. H. I. A. was ever 
thought of. The cow that gave the 
most milk with the least pampering 
was his sort of cow. He liked a hearty 
eating cow. But he insisted that much 
of the large amount of feed should be 
converted into good rich milk. 

He was the first Guernsey owner in 
our community. Going to visit a 
brother in Ohio, he came back and 
cleaned out the stalls for three bred 
heifers. Later he purchased a bull. 
When he was 75 he milked a dozen 
cows daily. No old age pension for 
him. He made his living with milk 
cows and left a nice estate behind. 

He used to say repeatedly: “Right 
good roughage means cheap milk.” 
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His favorite cow roughage was red 
clover hay. A great many nearby 
farms were so lime-depleted in time 
that the soil wouldn’t produce red 
clover. But all the fields on the Hardy 
160-acre place would and did. Even 
after the plain superiority of alfalfa 
showed itself and it was grown on 
that farm, Uncle Levi said: ‘‘There’s 
something about the smell of red 
clover that I like.” 

He continued to feed large amounts 
of red clover hay. One autumn when 
he was past 80, he told me: “A good 
hay will help the cows have good hard 
bone, not always slipping and breaking 
aleg. It will contribute to the general 
condition of the animal and help 
ward off a lot of ailments.” 

Nowadays, we say the same things 
about good quality legume hay on 
Guernsey farms from coast to coast. 
Only we say it shorter. We say that 
good legume hay provides lime and 
vitamins and has a laxative effect. 
The roughage portion of the dairy 
cow’s feed is really the protective 
part of her ration. Now, that we have 
learned how to fertilize for hay so 
larger tonnage will be produced and 
larger amounts of needed minerals will 
be contained in the hay, we are finding 
that the roughage feed is the truly 
cheap feed. The better the home- 
grown roughage, the more economical 
is the herd’s milk production and the 
greater is the owner's profit. 

Hundreds of herd owners have 
learned from experience to grow really 
fine nutritious hay and to feed all of 
it the cow will eat without waste, then 
supply the rest of the needed nutrients 
in the grain mixture. The better the 
hay, the lower the protein content of 
the grain mixed feed can be, too. A 
mixture containing 12 per cent to 13 
per cent protein with excellent legume 
hay will produce as much milk as a 
15 per cent to 16 per cent protein 
mixture will do where a part of the 
roughage is nonlegume. Or as much 
as an 18 per cent or 19 per cent protein 
dairy mixture will do with an all 
nonlegume roughage diet. The lower 
the protein in the mixed feed, the 
cheaper it is. Good hay saves you 
money right here. 

There are three things which can be 


accepted as gospel truth. It pays to 
feed good legume hay freely. It pays 
in winter to use silage for its succu- 
lence. It pays to feed other roughage 
than good legume hay and silage 
well, very sparingly. Otherwise, in 
one way or another, it will cost you 
good money. 

“We raise our fine alfalfa hay and 
cut it a little early, thus sacrificing 
amount in favor of palatability and 
feeding value,” said an Illinois dairy- 
man in early September. “We feed 
the hay after the milking is finished. A 
little observation will show just about 
how much a cow will eat. We don’t 
feed much more than that as we do not 
wish the animal to nose it about. We 
keep the manger clean of hay and 
everything else—never letting stems 
accumulate. This holds down mold 
and prevents hays getting rancid.” 

Driving down Illinois No. 1 from 
Paris to Mount Carmel on one of the 
hottest September days in years, with 
three little side drives, we visited four 
very fine Guernsey herds, all producing 
the golden milk profitably. Every one 
of these places had good feeding in- 
formation, much more, indeed, than

Tue sixth sale sponsored by the 
Oklahoma Guernsey Breeders As- 
sociation and held in the new stone 
dairy barn at the Fair Grounds, Okla- 
homa City, on October 16, was the 
most successful. Several new peaks 
were reached.

The second high animal in the sale 
also came from the Gaylord consign- 
ment, Gaylord’s Co-ed of Fortune, a 
four-year-old show daughter of Lang- 
water Fortune, also bred to “County 
Squire.” animal 
sold and was purchased by Otis R. 
White, Springfield, Mo., for $685. 

R. C. Frambers of Ft. Smith, Ark., 
also purchased the third high animal 
in the sale when he bid $625 for 
Meadow Lodge Rex’s Jubilee, a daugh- 
ter of Bournedale Rex with 651.7 lbs. 
fat in GG, consigned by Kent B.

sale time, she dropped a bull calf sired 
by Langwater King of the Meads. 
The baby sold separately and was 
purchased by F. W. Postlewait and 
Son, Medford, Okla., for $230. 

Except for the relief heifer, the only 
other female to sell for $500 or more 
was Blue Bonnet of Penn Villa, con- 
signed by Mr. Gaylord and purchased 
by V. Browne, Oklahoma City, for 
$510. 

The four bulls consigned were the 
last four animals sold. Many attend- 
ing the sale were at a loss to under- 
stand why the bidding on the bull 
offerings were so slow, but consider- 
ing their quality they did not sell as 
well as the females. Meadow Lodge 
King’s Rambler, a yearling son of 
Langwater King of the Meads and 
out of Meadow Lodge Arline, with 
709.8 Ibs. fat in AA, topped the bull 
consignments at $500. He was pur- 
chased by M. E. Wallis, Springfield, 
Mo. 

One of the features of the day was 
the selling of Meadow Lodge Queen 
of College, a 10 month daughter of 
“King of the Meads’ donated by 
Kent B. Hayes, owner of Meadow 
Lodge Farms, Oklahoma City, Okla. 
She was purchased by Renic D. Ham- 
by, Oklahoma City, for $560. In 
addition to this, there were also tickets 
sold on the heifer and a drawing made, 
the winner to receive 25 per cent of the 
sale price of the heifer. J. D. Hanna, 
Waurika, Okla., was the lucky person 
and shortly afterwards invested his 
winnings in a 3-year-old heifer con- 
signed by Mort Woods. The sale of 
this heifer marks the first time that a

IL: the Doylestown Guernsey Sale at 
Doylestown, Pa., on October 19 is 
any indication, gasoline rationing, 
the Draft, the demand for labor, or 
anything else has not hurt the Guern- 
sey business in the East. On that 
bright afternoon before 250 people 
in exactly two hours and 40 minutes, 
with Mort Granger in the box and 
no one in the ring, the Pate Sales 
Company sold 69 registered Guern- 
seys for $18,470, an average of $267.68, 
and two grade Guernseys for $365, 
an average of $182.50. It was the 
most astonishing sale that this writer 
has witnessed in many years. 

The sale included 30 untested cows 
that averaged $265, 19 heifers by 
unproved sires and out of unproved 
dams that averaged $156.84. It was 
sweetened up with five fresh two- 
year-olds out of tested dams that 
averaged $609, one A. R. cow that 
brought $775 and one springing heifer 
by a proved sire but out of an untested 
dam that brought $1,000, but by and 


large it was just a sale of registered 
Guernsey cows and they went like 
hot cakes for good money. The sale 
was substantially helped by a consign- 
ment of six females and a bull from 
Wayne Johnson’s Churn Creek Farm, 
Worton, Md., that brought an aver- 
age of $545, and by five nice females 
from Harry Shenk, Elverson, Pa., 
that averaged $513, along with six 
heifers from Breidablik Farms, that 
averaged $328.33, including one of 
the two $1,000 tops. 

As advertised, the sale contained 
the dispersal of two herds—14 head 
which George C. Jones brought up 
through the Virginia floods from 
Meherrin, Va., $185.36, 
while 23 head, the entire untested 
herd of Marjorie and Donald W. 
Whitehead, New Hope, Pa., averaged 
$168.48. Their two grades were 
sold at the end of the sale and they 
brought $190 and $175 each. 

The interested ringside of 250 peo- 
ple contained 30 buyers, of which by 


averaged 
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far the heaviest, as well as the most 
active bidder, was Charles G. Erny, 
Norristown, Pa., who took 12 head 
for himself for a total of $4,510, and 
the partnership of Charles G. Erny 
and James A. Nolen, Norristown, Pa., 
who took nine head for $1,620. These 
two, along with Albert Winter, Mah- 
wah, N. J., L. R. Harris, representing 
the Alderney Dairy Company, Morris 
Palins, N. J., and Arthur E. Jones, 
Flemington, N. J., were the contenders 
for all the tops.

A promotional Guernsey sale was 
held at Elkin, N. C., on October 16. 
It proved to be a good sale for both 
consignors and buyers. The 


signment of 34 females consisted of 


con- 


one mature cow, one three-year-old 
cow, 10 bred heifers and 22 open 
heifers that brought a total of $5,880, 
an average of $172.94. The first 
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animal sold, Clear Springs’ Maxim A. 
Myrtle, was a beautiful daughter of 
Clear Springs’ Advancer, consigned 
by Clear Springs Farm, Concord, and 
owned by A. L. Brown. This animal 
was sold for $210 to R. D. Goodman, 
Concord. 

The 21 consignors presented a very 
good selection of young animals with 


the top price going to a 4-H Club 
member, Nelson Dobbins, Jr., Yad- 
kinville, for his 18-months-old bred 
heifer, Yeoman’s Rosalind, a double 
granddaughter of Yeoman’s Highboy. 
This heifer was purchased by a new 
breeder, J. A. Williams, Jonesville, for 
$300. 

The high buyer of the sale was a 
new breeder, J. D. Hall, Wilkesboro, 
who purchased seven animals for 
$1,115; another new breeder, J. R. 
Poindexter, mayor of Elkin, purchased 
three head for $610; and W. B. Giersch, 
Galax, Va., purchased the only three 
animals that left the state of North 
Carolina for $415. 

The feature of the sale was the fact 
that the largest per cent of the animals 
was purchased by farmers who started 
in the Guernsey business that day, as 
they had never owned a pure bred 
animal before.

1942. 

The sale was sponsored by the civic

HE promising young herd sire—Green Meads Levity 
King—owned by Darwin S. Morse, Green Meads 
Farm, Richmond, Massachusetts, has been sold to the 

Curtiss Candy Company, Chicago, Illinois, for $15,000, the 

highest price paid for any Guernsey bull since 1928. This 

bull was purchased by Delbert H. Kingston, manager for 

Otto Schnering, president of the Curtiss Candy Company. 

The sale was handled by Louis McL. Merryman and his 
son, John. It is interesting to note that Green Meads 
Levity King was born on June 18, 1939—the same day 
that his sire—Langwater King of the Meads—was sold to 
the late Judge S. W. Hayes for $12,500 along with two of 
his daughters for a total expenditure of $16,000. The two 
daughters that the late Judge Hayes selected were own 
sisters to the Green Meads Levity King bull. 

At the time this deal was closed Johnnie Merryman was 
helping his dad and this year when Louis, Delbert, Darwin 
and Dan Clark closed the deal on “‘Levity King’, Johnnie 
was again on hand to see that everything went along as it 
should. In the same sale the Curtiss Candy Company 
purchased two daughters of ‘“‘Levity King.’’ One was 
born in November, the other in August and they sold for 
$1,000, or a total expenditure on the deal of $16,000. A 
bull has not been sold for this price since the 1928 National 
Sale, when Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey McCormick, St. James 
Farm, Naperville, Illinois, purchased Shuttlewick Champion 
for $15,500.

GEORGE H. Hopson of the 
De Laval Separator Company pre- 
sented a vitally interesting and prac- 
rical demonstration on washing and 
sterilizing the milking machine before

Dr. Hopson demonstrated in great 
detail the three principles involved in 
keeping a milker clean. First, rinsing 
each unit with at least three gallons 
of cold water as soon as it has been 
removed from the cow. Second, a 
thorough job of washing and brush- 
ing in a warm alkali solution to re- 
move thin film of butter fat. Third, 
the all important principle of steriliza- 
tion with either scalding water of not 
less than 180 degrees Fahrenheit or 
by using chemicals.

we had time to pick up. A great deal 
of legume silage is to be fed this win- 
ter and more corn silage than last 
winter. Said one of these herd owners: 
“Get the weight of each Guernsey. 
Feed approximately 3 pounds of corn 
silage per 100 pounds of live weight. 
If I were feeding legume silage, I 
would feed about 3% pounds. For 
while legume silage is higher in pro- 
tein, it is from 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent lower in digestible nutrients— 
which is, in my opinion, what counts.” 

This dairyman divides the day’s 
allowance of silage into two approxi- 


mately equal parts. He feeds silage

after milking so the silage flavor has 
no chance of getting into the milk. 
One farmer visited told of his experi- 
ences with frozen silage during an ex- 
tremely cold winter some six or seven 
years ago. Said he: “Boy, I had oodles 
of grief of all sorts that winter. It was 
10 below zero here a couple of weeks. 
I got too much frozen silage to the 
cows and brought on several cases of 
scours. My plan now its to throw 
back frozen silage until it thaws and 
looks right. Next to the silo wall is 
usually some frozen feed. I just let 
it stick there until warmer weather 
comes.” 

One man visited is now in his 42nd 
He said, too, that 
it paid to be careful with frozen silage. 


In fact, one saves money, he declared, 


year with cows. 


by throwing out all moldy or decayed 
silage or hay—feeding only what is 
clean enough for human consumption 

if humans ate that kind of stuff. 
He said: “Every year gets me farther 
and farther down the legume road. 
I keep a little bunch of beef cattle to 
eat cheap roughage so I'll not be 
tempted to feed it to milk cattle.”’ 

Pumpkin feeding continues and 
Guernsey people like to feed pumpkins 
as well as rutabagas, mangels and the 
like. But again it pays to look over 
what is fed. One of the herd owners 
visited in eastern Illinois feeds pump- 
kins occasionally but said he always 
cuts out all rotten parts, slicing the 
pumpkins carefully. Said he: “I like 
to feed sliced pumpkin in the grain 
feed box, pouring the dairy mixed 
feed over it.”
